1 . The Terminal Disclaimer submitted by Applicants on October 6, 2009 has 
been received and approved. 

2. The Information Disclosure Statements submitted by Applicants on March 
26, 2009, July 1 , 2009 and July 31 , 2009 have been received and fully 
considered. 

3. Claims 1-150 have been canceled. 

4. Claims 1 51 -209 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art to the present invention is Tarn et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
4,825,416). Tarn et al. discloses a memory device having an initialization 
register coupled to a memory array. Tarn et al. fails to show or suggest the 
combination of a register to store a value, a plurality of input receivers to sample 
operation codes synchronously with an external clock signal, wherein a first 
operation code instructs the memory device to store the value in the register, a 
second operation code instructs the memory device to perform a write operation, 
wherein in response to the second operation code, the memory device samples 
write data at a time determined using the value stored in the register (claims 151- 
170, 178-179); or the steps of adjusting a variable delay based on a comparison 
between a delayed clock signal and a first external clock signal, storing a value in 
a register, receiving a block size that indicates an amount of data to be sampled 
during a write operation (claims 171-177, 180-194); or a plurality of input 
receivers to sample input signals to produce sets of bits corresponding to control 
information, wherein a first set of bits instructions the memory device to store a 
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value in a register, and wherein a second set of bits instructs the memory device 
to perform a write operation during which the memory device samples an amount 
of write data at a time determined using the value stored in the register (claims 
195-209).
